Saturday, and it was not until noon 
Monday that its nature was discovered. 
As soon as it was. City Marshal Caley 
took charge and conveyed it to Mr. Geo. 
Crow, to whom, it seems, it had been 
sent for use in the mountains. Mr. 
Crow had received no notice of its ar¬ 
rival, and consequently had not called 
for it. 

People living and doing business in 
that section, especially, realize the dan¬ 
ger to which they are subjected by such 
carelessness, and will take steps to see 
that more caution is used in future 
shipments, if any are received, to guard ' 
against the inevitable destruction of I 
property and probable loss of life should ! 
an explosion occur. 1 

The shipment consisted, it is said, of ! 
twenty-four pounds of dynamite, a box ‘ 
of dynamite caps and fuses, enough of I 
the stuff to make a sad .scattering in that ' 
thickly built-up part of the city, had I 
something accidentally touched it off. I

To Preserve Resources. 

At the suggestion of the inland water¬ 
ways commission President Roosevelt 
has invited the governors of the states 
and territories to meet him at the White 
House May 13, 14 and 15, 1908, to dis¬ 
cuss the best methods of preserving the 
natural resources of the country. The 
members of both houses of congress and 
the inland waterways commission also 
are invited to attend. In his letter to 
the governors the president declares 
that there is no question before the na¬ 
tion of equal gravity with this, and 
that it is evident that the abundant 
natural resources on which the welfare 
of this nation rests are becoming de¬ 
pleted, while in not a few cases they 
are already exhausted. This is true of 
all portions of the United States and 
especially true of the east.
